Breakfast was late for Ernest Grotz 15 y ears ago 
today . 
The Bristol man, his brother Elwood, and a 
handful of other American serv icemen ate breakfast 
a little later than usual that Dec. 7 , 19 41, in Pearl 
J Iarbor. 
Grotz, 35 , of 1230 Norton av enue, a sergeant in 
the 35 th Infantry Div ision, was standing-in a chow__ 
line in the cool, misty morning. “ We were getting 
hot pancakes and eggs off the stov e and heard ex ­ 
plosions off in the distance.” 
“ I looked in the sky and Zeros were coming 
from all directions with guns chattering. I looked 
towards the harbor. Only smoke rose to meet the 
planes. 
“ Our planes could hardly get into the air. The 
J ap planes came ov er the r' * ^rin dropping their 
eggs and our men as quick as we could get to our 
feet,” the v eteran said. 
No Warning 
“ There were no sirens or any other warning. The 
J ap planes just came and that was all. They were 
ttreiT and we~~hait~to do something about it:“ - hc ^aKt. 
He had entered the serv ice in October, 19 40 and 
had v olunteered for duty in Hawaii. He made his 
stripes before he left the States. 
“ Ev ery thing stopped dead for a moment after we

realized what was happening. Then the captain came 
ov er and told us that war had been declared,” he 
said. 
r 
“ It took us about an hour to get mobilized. We 
broke into our own supply room and got guns and 
ammunition and began rounding up all the J apanese 
civ ilians on the islands,” he said. 
* 
“ And still the planes came. The Zeros strafed 
the barracks, the mess halls, and any thing else that 
happened ta-com e into their gun-sights. The attack 
lasted all that day and into the night and finally let 
up about mid-morning on the eighth,” Grotz said. 
“ My unit was sent into the hills to look for J ap

paratroopers that we heard had landed during the 
night. The report turned out to be false, but we 
couldn't afford any doubts especially with a J ap 
conv oy about 300 miles out. We searched the hills 
until day break,” the sergeant said. 
“ We made ready for the enemy task force that 
was steaming into Pearl, but luckily , our fleet went 
out to meet it and was able to stop its adv ances. That 
was the battle of the Coral Sea. If we hadn’t taken 
that battle . . . ,” the sergeant’s v oice trailed off. 
“ My brother Elwood was with me at the Harbor, 
but he was w;ith the 27 th Infantry and we didn’t get 
to see much of each other. When the attack came, 


and ev ery one scrambled, I didn’t see Elwood until 
19 44 after I had been mustered out of serv ice,” Grotz 
said. 
“ Funny how things like that happen, too. 
wood went right along with his unit, keeping up with 
us all through the early fighting. He was sent to 
Guadalcanal the same time I was. He was on one 
side of the island and I was on the other. Neither 
of us knew, for sure, the other was still on the line,” 
Grotz recalled with a certain look in his ey e. “ 
wood’s still in the Army ,” he said. 
“ I was mustered out in Oct. 19 43, after the ’canal 
and the Solomons had been cleaned up. I’d done my 
share of the fighting, I guess,” Sergeant Grotz said. 


Others thought so, too. Sergeant Ernest Grotz 
was awarded the Presidential Citation, the Bronze 
Star, the Combat Infantry man’s Badge, the Good Con­ 
duct medal, the Asian-Pacific medal, the American 
Theater medal, and the American Defense medal. 
Veteran at 20, Grotz is now a staff sergeant with 
the 7 9 th Infantry , U.S. Army Reserv es. He and his 
wife Regina, hav e two children; 10-y ear-old Ernest, 
J r., and one-y ear-old, Regina.

Breakfast was late for Ernest Grotz 15 years ago 
today. 
The Bristol man, his brother Elwood, and a 
handful of other American servicemen ate breakfast 
a little later than usual that Dec. 7, 1941, in Pearl 
Harbor. 
Grotz, 35, of 1230 Norton avenue, a sergeant in 
the 35th Infantry Division, was standing in a c h o w 
line in the cool, misty morning. “We were getting 
hot pancakes and eggs off the stove and heard ex­ 
plosions off in the distance.’’ 
“I looked in the sky and Zeros were coming 
from all directions with guns chattering. I looked 
towards the harbor. Only smoke rose to meet the 
planes. 
“Our planes could hardly get into the air. The 
Jap planes came over the 
• 
’rin dropping their 
eggs and our men as quick as we could get to our 
feet,” the veteran said. 
No Warning 
“There were no sirens or any other warning. The 
Jap planes just came and that was all. They were 
thoro amf we hack to do something about it," he said. 
He had entered the service in October, 1940 and 
had volunteered for duty in Hawaii. He made his 
stripes before he left the States. 
“Everything stopped dead for a moment after we 


realized what was happening. Then the captain came 
over and told us that war had been declared,” he 
said. 
, 
“It took us about an hour to get mobilized. We 
broke into our own supply room and got guns and 
ammunition and began rounding up all the Japanese 
civilians on the islands,” he said. 
• 
“And still the planes came. The Zeros strafed 
the barracks, the mess halls, and anything else that 
happened 
come into their gun-sights. The attack 
lasted all that day and into the night and finally let 
up about mid-morning on the eighth,” Grotz said. 
“My unit was sent into the hills to look for Jap

paratroopers that we heard had landed during the 
night. The report turned out to be false, but we 
couldn't afford any doubts especially with a Jap 
convoy about 300 miles out. We searched the hills 
until daybreak,” the sergeant said. 
“We made ready for the enemy task force that 
was steaming into Pearl, but luckily, our fleet went 
out to meet it and was able to stop its advances. That 
was the battle of the Coral Sea. If we hadn’t taken 
that battle . . . ,” the sergeant’s voice trailed off. 
“My brother Elwood was with me at the Harbor, 
but he was with the 27th Infantry and we didn’t get 
to see much of each other. When the attack came. 


and everyone scrambled, I didn’t see Elwood until 
1944 after I had been mustered out of service,” Grotz 
said. 
“Funny how things like that happen, too. El- 
wood went right along with his unit, keeping up with 
us all through the early fighting. He was sent to 
Guadalcanal the same time I was. He was on one 
side of the island and I was on the other. Neither 
of us knew, for sure, the other was still on the line,” 
Grotz recalled with a certain look in his eye. “£1- 
wood’s still in the Army,” he said. 
“ I was mustered out in Oct. 1943, after the ’canal 
and the Solomons had been cleaned up. I’d done my 
share of the fighting, I guess,” Sergeant Grotz said. 
Others thought so, too. Sergeant Ernest Grotz 
was awarded the Presidential Citation, the Bronze 
Star, the Combat Infantryman’s Badge, the Good Con­ 
duct medal, the Asian-Pacific medal, the American 
Theater medal, and the American Defense medal. 
Veteran at 20, Grotz is now a staff sergeant with 
the 79th Infantry, U.S. Army Reserves. He and his 
wife Regina,- have two children; 10-year-old Ernest, 
Jr., and one-year-old, Regina. 
A carpenter for McCloskey Construction Co., 
Philadelphia, Grotz built his fam ily^ ranch-type 
home on Norton avenue. 
Besides himself and his brother Elwood, Grotz’s 
five other brothers are Army veterans. “William,

Over 4000 feet of wooded ar^a 
was surveyed yesterday by stare 
highway engineers in connection 
with the proposed extension of 
Route 13 into Yardley.
